Germany of course closed down all 
her rotary clubs, not beenuse she 
feared any leakage of valuable in- 
formation, but because she wanted to 
Germunise every oryunisatlon and 
climinate. 0 others which directed 
thought {o matters outside the coun- 
try, International aMiations there- 
fore cume under the ban, so Rotary 
shares. the fute of the church, and 
the Lengue of Nations. Germany 
fears the ‘infiltrution of Ideus thut 
run counter to totalitarianism and 
which weaken 
-Nazi-regimne.- 


Now Rotary springs from the Ideal 
of internaonal co-operation’ bused 
on an Intelligent: und mutual under- 
standing amony the different nutlons 
which make up the membership, 

Obviously it) cannot: exist in a 
country which regards itself us self- 
suficient from every point of view, 
and which procluims the superiority 
of its people over every other race. 
In Rotary there js nelther bond nor 
free, und neither: black nor white, 
since it accepts the brotherhood of 
man, if not the fatherhood of God, 

The principles of Rotary are there- 
fore repugnant to the German con- 
ception of citizenship and quite 
logically it prohibits the movement, 
The German clubs are a loss to 
Rotary, but Rotary js a greater loss 
to Germany. 


if this Is the case In Germany It 
.{s emphatically more ‘so for Japan. 
The Idea that the Japanese clubs 
can be ‘organised on a purely na- 
notional basis destroys the funda- 
mental principles of the Institution, 
and the nome could no longer be 
used, (Rotarlans need not be in- 
vited to visit foreign clubs, they have’ 
the right to attend by virtue of 
thelr membership of the international 
club,) 

Japan cannot afford to cut adrift 
froin ‘these International aMllations 
not if she Intends to remain tn touch 
with Western thought.

for Rotary since Japan gains more 
from such contacts than she -con- 
tributes. : :

Hefe, again, is something 
from which I ean at a pinch abstain, 
There are other people, however, 
including most of the troops from the 
Dominions now in thls country, to 
whom tea hos become almost a 
necessary of normal existence. It 
might be a good thing if those of us 
who are comparatively different to 
teu took to some of those herbal subs 
stitutes, made from ch things ag 
Hme-flowers-—and—raspberry —leaves, 
and left the tea to be drunk by those 
who really need it. 

After all, most of those things that 
through habit we have grown to 
think almost us necessary as cur 
daily bread were. utterly unknown in 
the civilised world til a few cen- 
tudes ago, All through the Cartha- 
gintun wars there was not a single 
elyarette smoked or o cup of tea or 
coffee drunk, by a Roman soldier or 
civilian. 1 doubt whether during the 
fen years’ sicue of Troy King Priam 
und his subjects tasted any Juxury 
except wine, and in those days of 
infected water wine was probably 
necessary to the maintenance of 
health, " 


Most of us, indeed, can more casily 
think of things that other people can 
give up than of things that we oure 
selves cun give up. Most men, for 
example, could tell thelr wives or 
daughters or sisters a scare of things 
which women could give up and 
which they would ‘be all the better 
for ylving up. Most women could 
tell their husbands, -or sons or 
brothers—not a score, perhaps—but 
at least a dozen things which men 
could give up with equally good 
results.

The shoot- 
ing follows closely upon the assas- 
sination by politicar terrorists 1 
month ago) of Mr. Samucl Chang, 
widely known  newspuperman and 
Director of the Post and Mercury 
Company and who was formerly as- 
sociated with the Tai Met Wan Pao. 

The Shanghal Evening Post and 
Mercury is the target of persistent 
nttueks and threats by terrorists, Mr. 
Chen Chin-chony being nt lenst. the 
third member of the paper's Chine 
ese staff wha hns been the victim of 
gunmen. Several bombing attempts 
have also been made in the prst few 
months on the paper's premises 
which js now virtually a fortress 
protected by the Police, a pillbox, 
three armoured cars. and a large 
squad of policemen -day and night. 

The deportation of Mr. Randall 
Gould, American Editof, and C. Vv.

Japan And Rotary 


- The Rotary movement has come 
under’ suspicion in Japan, because 
according to recent Japanese state- 
ments it Is used by. forelgners to 
obtain Information that Is of muterial 
value from a naval und military 
point of view, 5 


Germany of course closed down all 
her rotary clubs, not because she 
feared any lenkage of vuluable in- 
formation, but becnuse she wanted to 
Germanise every organisation and 
climinate all others which directed 
thought to inntters outside the coun- 
try. International afMliations there- 
fore came under the ban, so Rotary 
shares the fate of the church, und 
the League of Nations. Germany 
-fears—the—infiltration— of ideas thut’ 
run counter to totalitarianism ond 
which weaken the loyalty to the 
Nozi regime. 


Now Rotary springs {rom the ideal 
of international co-operation based 
on un intelligent and mutual under- 
standing among tho, different. nations 
Which make up the membership. 

Obviously it cannot exist in a 
country: which regards Itself as self- 
fullicient [rom every point of view, 
and which proclaims the superiority 
of its people over every other race. 
In Rotary there Is neither bond nor 
free, and ther black nor white, 
since it uccepts the brotherhood of 
mun, If not the fatherhood of God. 

The principles of Rotary are there- 
fore repugnant to the Germun con- 
ception of citizenship and quite 
logically it prohibits the movement. 
The German clubs are ua loss to 
Rotary, but Rotary is a greater loss 
to Germany. : : 


If this Is the case In Germany it 
4s emphatically more so for Japan, 
The idea that the Japanese clubs 
cun be organised on a purely na- 
national basis destroys the funda« 
mental principles of the institution, 
and the name could no longer be 
used, (Rotarians nec not be in- 
vited to visit foreign clubs, they have 
the right to uttend by virtue’ of 
thelr membership of the International 
club.) ' 

Japon cannot afford to cut adrift 
from these International aMliations 
not if she intends to remain in touch 
with Western thought. Clearly this 
is more important for Japan than 
for Rotary since Japan. gains more 
from such contacts than she con- 
tributes. . 

The orgument that foreigners ore 
provided with information about 
Jopanese affairs is bulanced by the 
fact that the Japanese members get 
a great deal of Information frocn for- 
eigners, SF < 

The proposal to éxclude Rotary 
from Japon js in keeping with -the 
centripetal trend noticeable in recent 
years, .

WE CAN DO

Feel. rather s hypocrite as, 
with a cigarette in my lips, L 
sit down to- write an article on 
“things we cin do without.” I 
know, of course, that smoking {s 
only a habit, and that cigarettes 
are essential to my efficiency 
only ‘because’ I think ttiem. so. 
Asn matter of fact, I have given 
them up again and again. One 
can do this fairly cheerfully, if, 
on rising in the morning, one re- 
peats to onesclf twenty times 
the Coue formula: “I enjoy 
giving up tobacco.” J tried this 
once, and It worked. 


Not that I would’ advise everybody 
to choose tobacco as the’ thing on 
which to economise during warthne. 
Many men, 1 am sure, especialiy 
soldiers, .endure the strnin of war 
better because of an occasional 
smoke. If you asked the ordinary 
British working man whether. he 
would rather be deprived of his beer 
or hls “bacey,” be would, I believe, 
in more than nine cases out of ten 
vote for the surrender of his beer. 
ence 1 doubt whether Enpland 
would be a more eMcient nation if 
she became a nation of non-smokers, 
Men cunnot live sanely, either in 
peace or -iIn war, Without a few 
plensures, 


At the same time, it is obvious that, 
either voluntarily or under compul- 
sion, we shall all have to give up 
something, The question that faces 
cach of us is: “What shall it’ be?” 
There has been an appeal to us, I 
sec, during the week, to give up 
wearing starched shirts’ because of 
the scarcity of starch. Well, most of 
us will find Httle difficulty in that. 
J do not think I have worn a starched 
shirt since the beginning of the-war 
and I do not mind promising not to 
wear onc—or even a stiff collar—till 
peace is signed, 


Tea is another thing ‘that we are 
asked, if not entirely to give up, to 
drink more seldom or in smaller 
quantities, Here, again, is something 
from which I can at a-pinch abstain. 
There ure other people, however, 
including most of the troops from the 
Dominions now in this country, to 
whom tea has become almost a 
necessary of normal existence. It 
might be a good, thing if those of us 
who -nre~compnrutively-different-to 
tea took to some of. those herbal sub- 
stitutes, made from such things ns 
Nme-flowers und rispberry leaves, 
and left the tea to be drunk by those 
who really need it, . 


After all, most of those things that 
through habit we have grown to 
think xlmost as necessary as cur 
duly bread were utterly unknown in 
the civillsed world till a few cen- 
tutes ogo. All through the Cartha- 
Binfun wars there was not a single 
cigarette smoked or a cup of tena or 
coffee drunk, by a Roman soldier or 
civilian. I doubt whether during the 
ten years’ siege of Troy King Priam 
and: his subjects tasted any luxury 
except wine, and in those days of 
Infected water wine was probably 
necessary to the maintenance of 
health. : 


Most of us, indeed, can more easily 
think of things that other people can 
Hive up than ‘of things that we our- 
selves cun give up. Most men, for 
exumple, could tell their wives or 
daughters or sisters a score of things 
which women .could give up and 
which they would be all the better 
for giving up. Most women ¢ould 
tell their husbands, or sons, or 
brothers—not .a score, perhops—but 
at least a dozen things which men 
could give up with equally good 
results, : 


Sil stockings and.cosmetivs scem 
to me wholly superfluous luxurics in 
the present situation.

Germany already has-a National 
Association for communal feeding, 
on which are represented her food 
industries. army, and labour. 

Berlin claims the largest communal 
kitchen jn the world, with 115 supply 
centres to feed its factory workers, 
They call it “the campaign ngainst the 
sandwich.” 

We, too, by normal peacetime pro- 
gress, nave developed communal [ecding 
since the Inst war. Most factorics of 
more than 1,000 workers have canteens, 
Throughout the country are dotted the 
chain restaurants, 

In London, for example, Is the Lon- 
don County Council! organisation, which 
feeds tho hospital patients, the school- 
children. the A.R.P. workers.

ever the trials, The batteries are 
sited ‘to deal with fire from any 
quarter, and the guns emplaced to 
be Impervious to uny save direct 
hits, 

Large-scale ‘air ralds, if they 
“ould be“ successfully~carried- out, 
might wreck the town, but Italian 
airfields are far distant, and for 
intensive bombardment {rom the 
air, as from the land, bases on the 
Spanish or Moroccan mainjand are 
required, while antien:craft de- 
fences have been brought to the 
highest pltch of efficiency. 

Though assaults .in force may 

‘seem unlikely, Gibraltar is fully 
prepared for any emergency, It 
can stand a long siege if necessary, 
with protection and provisions for 
the population, There arc enough 
munitions, stored in . bomb-proof 
magazines, to {eed the guns of oll 
types and calibres for many- 
months, The civilians remalning, 
after the removal of the women 
and children brought away, can 
live like prehistoric troglodytes, if . 
need: be, in the immense caverns 
made to shelter them.

For the shelter of civilians, Sir

under suspicion in’ Japan, because 
according ta recent Japanese state- 
ments it is used by foreigners ‘to 
obtain Information that Is of material 
value from oa naval and military 
polnt of view. 


Germuny of course closed down all 
her rotary clubs, not because she 
feared any leakage of valunablé in- 
formution, but because she wanted to 
Germunise every organisation and 
climinate ajl others. which directed 
thought to matters outside the coun- 
try.. International aMliations there- 
fore came under the ban, so Rotary 
shares the fate of the church, and 
the League of Nations, Germany 
fears the infiltration of ideas thut 
run counter to totalltarianism~ and 
which the loyalty tothe 
‘Nazi regime. ~~ 
' Now Rotary springs from the Ideal 
of international co-operation based 
on an intelligent and mutual under- 
standing among the different nations 
}Which make up the membership, 

Obviously if cannot exist in u 
country which regards itself as self- 
suMicient from every point of view, 


-|and which proclaims the superiority 


of Its people over every other race. 
In Rotary there is neither bond nor 
free, and neither black nor white, 
since {it accepts the brotherhood of 
man, if not the fatherhood of God. 
The principles of Rotary are there- 
fore-repugnant to the German con- 
ception of citizenship end quite 
logically it prohibits the. movement, 
The German clubs: ure a loss to 
Rotary, but Rotary is o greater loss 
to Germany. : 


It this is the case in Germany it 
is emphatically more so for Japan. 
The idea that ‘the Japanese clubs 
can be organised on a purely nae 
nationnl basis destroys the - funda- 
mental principles of the Institution, 
and the name could no longer be 
used. (Rotarians need not be in- 
vited to visit forcign clubs, they have 
the right to atlend ‘by virtue of 
their membership of the international 
club.) ere 
* Japan cunnot afford to cut adrift 
from these international afMfations 
not if she intends to remain in touch 
with Western thought.‘ Clearly this 
is more important for Japan than 
for Rotary since Jopan gains more 
from such contacts than she con-| 
tributes, : 

The argument that foreigners are 
provided with information about 
Japanese affairs is balanced by the

af Feel rather a hypocrite as, 

with a cigarette in my lips, I 
sit down to write an article on 
“things we can do without.” I

As a matter of fact, I have given 
them ‘up again and again. One 
can-do this fairly cheerfully if, 
on rising in the morning, one re- 
“pents- to oneself twenty times 
the Coue. formula: “I enjoy 
giving up tobacco.” I tried this 
once, and it worked. ° 


Not that 1 would advise everybody 
to choose tobacco as the thing on 
which to economise during wartime. 
Many men, I om ‘sure, especially 
soldiers, endure the strain of war 
better because ef an occasional 
smoke, If you asked the ordinary 
British working man whether he 
would rather be deprived of his beer 
or his “baccy,” he would, I believe, 
in more than nine cases out of ten 
vote for the surrender of his beer. 
Henee 1 doubt whether England 
would be a more efficient nation if 
she became a nation of non-smokers. 
Men cannot live sunely, either In 
peace or in war, without a few 
pleasures, 


At the same time, it is obvious that, 
elther voluntarily or under compul- 
sion, we shall all have to give up 
something. The question that faces 
each of us Is: “What shall it be?” 
There has been an appeal to us, I 
see, during the week, to. give up 
wearing starched shirts because of 
the scarcity of starch. Well, most of 
us will find little diMeculty in that. 
I do not think I have worn a starched 
shirt since the beginning of the war 
and I do pot mind promising not to 
Wear one—or oven o stiff collar—till 
peace is signed, 


Tea Js another thing that we are 
asked, if not entirely to lve up, to 
drink more seldom or {n sinaller 
quantities, Here, again, Is something 
from which Ican at a pinch abstain. 
There ure other people, however, 
including most of the troops from the 
Dominions now In this country, to 
whom tea has become almost a 
necessary ‘of nommnal existence. It 
might be a good thing If those of us 
who are comparatively different to 
tea took to some of those herbul sub- 
5 nade , from_ things_ 
lime-flowers and ‘raspberry leaves, 
and left the tea to be drunk by those 
who really need it.

After all, most of those things that 
through habit we have grown to 
think almost -as necessary as cur 
daily bread were utterly unknown in 
the civilised world till a few cen- 
turies ago. All through the Cartha- 
Ginjan wars there was not a single 
cigarette smoked or a cup of ten or 
coffee drunk, by a Roman soldier or 
civillan. I doubt whether during the 
ten years’ siege of Troy King Prinm 
and his subjects tasted any luxury
